These naked corpses were hau! 
ed in trucks and dumped into a 
pit. Their pall bearers were SS

Their litany was the hoarse 
shouts of British soldiers, sick with 
disgust and fury, ordering these 
marked members of Hitler's chosen 
legions about their horrible task 

Il saw Belsen—its piles of lifeless 
dead and its aimless swarms of liv- 
ing dead. Their great eyes were 
just animal lights in skin-covered 


skulls of famine 


SOME TYPHUS VICTIMS 


Some were dying of typhus, some 


of typhoid, some of tuberculosis 


but most were just dying of starva- 


tion. Starvation—the flesh on their 
bodies had fed on itself until there 
was no flesh left, just skin covering 


bones and the end of all hope, and 
nothing left to feed on 

Countless thousands—some say 
30,000, some say more—died hor- 
rible deaths before the British 
2nd Army reached this camp on 
the Aller river southeast of Bre- 
men Sunday 


I saw these dead—hundreds and 
thousands— lying in ditches and 
against wa of huts and piled in 
heaps. Some were clothed, but 
most were naked 
SAW “THE LIVING” 

I saw the living beside these 


dead. Living—they still walked and

Some habits remained. Women 
stood naked cleaning themselves 


with cans of water, unconscious of 
their flat, empty nakedness 

Men, equally naked, also remem- 
bered the habit of bathing. Clothing 
to these people meant warmth, no- 
thing else 
CHILDREN WALK ABOUT 
children walking about in 
this hell. Children—the first I saw 
I'll never rub out of my mind. A 
boy, perhaps seven, and his sister 
maybe five. The knobs on their 
joints bulging through their thin 
clothes, faces like mummies, timor- 
ously sneaking up with small pails 
towards a water truck, their great 
tierce eyes intent on a chance to 
rush in and steal pails — full of 
water 

Obviously they were unable to 
comprehend something being freely 
givea 

| saw SS men and women, once 
the torturing, brutal guards of 
this purgatory beyond imagina- 
tion, put to labor loading the bod- 
ies of the people they had killed 
into trucks. | saw them at the pits 
unloading these human carcasses, 
dragging them through the sand 
and dumping them into a great 
hole half-filled with dead. 

I saw the living and dead lying 
beside each other in filthy huts 
long, barracks-like buildings the 
living no more able to rise than the

EAT BESIDE DEAD 

I saw men eating food just 
brought from the cook-house, eat- 
ing within a yard of corpses dead 


‘for days, unconcerned by the death 


beside them or by the stench from 
slow-burning heaps of rags impreg- 
nated with filth. 

Outside one of these huts within! 
a barbed-wire compound I saw a 
smouldering heap of rags, and un- 
der it the half-burned body of a 
man, dragged out with the rags and 
undiscovered until the gradually

She had been 
in Belsen seven months

Josef Kramer, SS, commander 
of Belsen now under arrest, prev- 
iously commanded Auschwitz, in 
Poland, where children were 
taken from their mothers and 
burned alive, where a gas cham- 
ber killed thousands, where Kra- 
mer kept his own orchestra to en- 
tertain him with Strauss waltzes 
while abominations were. prac- 
tised under his command outside 
his windows.

Western farmers have the good news 
that cheques totalling upwards of $9,000,- 
000 are now going in the mails, represent- 
ing final payments on oats marketed by 
them in the year 1943-44. Each grower is 
to receive better than 5.8 cents for each 
bushel he marketed. The money comes 
from the equalization fund, and is in ad- 
dition to payments made at the time of 
delivery and a subsequent payment of 10 
cents per bushel from the fund. Altogether 
the equalization remittances will amount to 
more than 15 cents per bushel.

system of taxation, just as illogical 
as it was vague and inaccurate 

Here is the implementing amend- 
ment—"Now therefore be it re- 
solved, that in the opinion of this 
Legislative Assembly, savings of 
co-operative associations effected 
through co-operative action belong 
|to the individual members and as 
such should not be subject to in- 
come or excess profits tax, pro- 
vided that after the first day of 
April, 1945, co-operative savings | 
should be distributed to the mem- 
bers within twelve months of the | 
closing of the year’s operations.” | 

Now this resolution was passed | 
right here in Alberta where we are 
supposed to know something about | 
the development of co-ops. Yes, | 
passed by Independents and Social 
Crediters working together. What 
does it mean? Well, this is the only 
intention that people who under- 
stand the development of co-opera- 
tives can take out of it. First, that 
if this resolution had been law | 
twenty-five years ago until now, we 
would not had a single co-operative | 
in Alberta functioning as we know | 
them today. Everyone knows that | 
nearly all, if indeed not all of the 
co-ops in this province and in Can- 
ada, have been com ed to use 
the surpluses belong to their 
members or patrons to carry on 
If these founds were heavily taxed 
as this implies, where 
would today? Fur- 
thermore could any new co- 
op. get if the implications of 
the resolution were made law? 
There could be no revolving door 
plan because if those funcs were

| 1936, Far from regarding peace as 


in@ivisible Mr. King, in an address 
delivered shortly after his return 
(1936), argued that 
the true function of the League 
was to “localize as much as pos- 
sible wars that seem to be taken 
almost as inevitable, and to exer- 


cise the greatest care that that 
which might be made a limited 
struggle does not, through the 


League itself, become one in which 
too many other nations are in- 
volved.” 

But as the Dumbarton Oaks de- 
bate developed, the charges against 
Mr. King recoiled upon the accus- 
ers. The Conservative members 
who assumed the role of critics 
tended to take upon themselves, 
perhaps unconsciously, the virtue 
of having always been in favor of 
commitments, of collective security. 
The truth, however, is that all par- 
ties in Parliament were in favor of 
no commitments. There was no 
disagreement with Mr. King prior 
to 1939, and Liberal members were 
quick to show that the Conserva- 
tives under Sir Robert Borden, Mr. 
Meighen, Mr. Bennett and Dr. 
Manion had been equally clear and 
emphatic in declaring that Parlia- 
ment must decide each case on its 
merits. As the debate proceeded 
the critics became silent on this 
score.

The record of Hansard makes 
clear this interesting point: that 
while the Conservatives were eager 
to make Mr. King the scapegoat 
for a policy with which they agreed 
prior to 1939, they were much less 


| courageous than Mr. King in re- 


versing the policy for the future. 
Mr. King went farther than any of 
the Conservatives in support of col- 
lective security. About the only 
commitment the Conservatives 
were keen on was to the Common- 
wealth. There was no admission in 
their speeches that the peace of 
the world is indivisible or” that 
Canada cannot hope to escape be- 
ing involved in all major wars of 
the future 

The “single voice” aspect of the 


debate will be dealt with separ- 
ately 
Otherwise, the chief points of 


interest concerned amendments to 
Dumbarton Oaks which the Cana- 
dian delegation may seek at San 
Francisco. Mr. King was clear and 
precise on the desirability of ap- 
As 
the charter now stands, the great 
powers are given a special position 
on the security council. He did not 
quarrel with this, although theo- 
retically he thought it a weakness, 
But he did believe that the prin-e 
ciple should be applied further and 
that middle powers should be 
corded a greater place than small 
powers. Canada, of course, is pere 
haps the strongest of these middle 
powers 

Failing such recognition, he in- 
dicated that it would be desirable 
that method be adopted 
whereby a .nation would not be 
expected tto contribute economie 
or armed force without being con-

But powers unrepresented on the 
security council might be called in 
by the council and enabled to par- 
ticipate in decisions involving the 
use of their forces. Or the security 
council, consisting of eleven meme 
bers, might only commit its own 
membership and the other mem- 
bers of the world organization 
might discuss and decide the mat- 
ter in the general assembly, where 
decisions are by two-thirds majore 
ity. There was no disposition by 
Mr. King or anyone else to question 
the desirability of being commitied 
in the assembly on the two-thirds 


vote. On the contrary, there was 
support for it 
Mr. King regarded the refer- 


ences in the charter to regionalism 
and to “geographic” considerations 
as too obscure to warrant discus- 
sion. Both will doubtless be clari- 
fied at San Francisco. But regarde 
less of weaknesses in the charter 
theoretical or otherwise—Mr. King 
(page 31) said that Canada should 
join. It was not a case of obtain 
ing perfection but of being prac- 
tical. There would have to be 
“give and take”. Canada could not 
escape future wars, and “even 
should the charter as finally draft- 
ed not be all we could wish, its 
acceptance might nevertheless be 
preferable to its rejection.” That 
point, however, will not be reached 
until the San Francisco conference
